I see by the papers, as Will 


Rogers used to say, they are 
having a prohibition argument 
in the neighborhood of Atoka, 
Okla. 


In the rural community of 


Mount Carmel 10 families are 
trying to escape from the relief 
rolls by cultivating a state- 
sponsored vineyard. A local 
preacher put a curse on the 
enterprise, praying that worms 
would attack the crop. 


Why? Because what the 


reliefers are growing aren't 
table grapes—they are wine 
grapes. 


Praying for worms does seem 


a bit un-Christianlike. But 
tolerance is seldom a virtue 
wherever prohibition raises its 
tyrannical head. 


A long memory reminds me 


that while national prohibition 
was still in effect some foolish 
people in New Jersey got hold of 
a wood alcohol drink and went 
blind. And a prohibition zealot 
told reporters, "It served them 
right." 


But most people have a 


greater degree of charity than 
that one misguided soul, and 
the revulsion from that news 
report was one of the factors 
that helped turn Americans 
away from national prohibition. 


We take the same slant on 


this Oklahoma vineyard case. 
It's 
simply a matter 
of 


priorities. The preacher thinks 
prohibition comes first. But we 
consider the first priority to be 
those 10 families' commendable 
desire to get off the relief rolls.

Social worker

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - A 


young Chinese social worker 
has become the latest victim in 
a string* of gangland style mur- 
ders in Chinatown. 


Barry Fong-Torres, 29, execu- 


tive director of the Youth Serv- 
ices and Coordinating Center in 
Chinatown, was shot in the ab- 
domen and the head when he 
answered the doorbell of his 
apartment late Monday night, 
authorities said. 


Beneath the body of Fong- 


Torres, who recently told a 
friend that he feared death at 
the hands of Chinatown street 
gangs, was a bloodstained mis- 
spelled note reading, "Pig in- 
formers Die Yong." 


Police said that in addition to 


the Fong-Torres slaying, they 
were investigating the deaths of 
nine Chinese by other Chinese 
since March 1970 and 17 as- 
saults of the same nature since 
the beginning of this year.

Withdrawal 
for froops announced 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres- 


ident Nixon announced today 
plans for a two-month with- 
drawal of 10,000 U.S. troops 
from South Vietnam and di- 
rected that only draftees who 
volunteer be sent there in the 
future. 


Nixon's action would reduce 


the authorized troop level to 
39.000 by Sept. 1. 


The average monthly with- 


drawal rate of 5,000 for the 
summer months was half the 
level of the May-June rate of 
10.000. 


Press secretary Ronald L. 


Ziegler, who made Nixon's an- 
nouncement, said the President 
also ordered that no draftees 
will be sent to South Vietnam 
unless they volunteer for ser- 
vice there.

20 per cent 55 
hike to be tacked 
onto ^ceiling' hill 


WASHINGTON (AP) - De- 


spite President Nixon's objec- 
tions, Democrats are moving 
ahead with plans to tack a 20- 
per-cent Social 
Security in- 


crease onto a bill raising the 
national-debt ceiling. 


Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, 


said his amendment is in final 
form and ready to be offered 
when the debt measure comes 
before the Senate, probably 
Thursday. 


The House passed the debt- 


limit bill 211 to 168 Tuesday 
House Democratic leaders are 
arranging procedures to try to 
accept the Senate Social Secur- 
ity amendment when the legis- 


lation is returned to the House. 


Unless the bill is signed into 


law by Friday midnight, the 
national-debt ceiling will drop 
back to $400 billion from the 
present temporary figure of 
$450 billion.

unable to meet its bills unless, 
the higher ceiling is extended 
as the bill provides

Quang Tri 
object of 
VN attack 


SAIGON (AP) - The South 


Vietnamese government today 
launched its first attempt to re- 
capture Quang Tri Province. 
More than 10,000 marines and 
paratroopers crossed the My 
Chanh river along a 10-mile 
front stretching from the South 
China Sea to the jungled foot- 
hills west of Highway 1. 


U.S. 
1152 bombers dropped 


some 1,350 tons of explosives to 
open the way for the push. 
Tanks, artillery, U.S. gunfire 
from ships offshore and Ameri- 
can fighter-bombers supported 
the advancing troops. 


There were no immediate re- 


ports on the extent of North 
Vietnamese resistance or of 
casualties. 


Since the North Vietnamese 


completed their conquest of 
Quang Tri. South Vietnam's 
northernmost province, on May 
1, the South Vietnamese have 
made a number of in-and-out 
sweeps into the Communist- 
held territory along the coast. 
Hut the drive today was the 
first large-scale attempt to car- 
ry out President Nguyen Van 
Thieu's orders on June 19 to re- 
take all territory captured by 
Hanoi's forces in the offeasive 
that twgan March 30.

WASHINGTON ( AP) - A bill 


banning commercial sale of 
cheap handguns known as "Sat- 
urday Night Specials" heads 
for Senate debate after being 
approved Tuesday by the Sen- 
ate Judiciary Committee. 


Sen. Philip A. Hart, D-Mich., 


said he will press in the Senate 
for a much stronger measure to 
outlaw ownership and sale of 
all handguns. 


The bill approved in com- 


mittee prohibits sale to the gen- 
eral public of revolvers with 
less than a three-inch barrel 
and pistols with an over-all 
length of less than six inches. 
These are easily concealable 
weapons. 


Its chief backer, Sen. Birch 


Bayh, D-lnd., said the measure 
would eliminate about one mil- 
lion of the 2.6 million handguns 
sold annually in the United 
Slates, including "the weapons 
used most frequently by crimi- 
nals."

Special 
blood is 
needed 


MKMPHIS, Tenn. (AP) - St. 


Jude's Children Research Hos- 
pital has issued an urgent call 
for a special kind of blood to 
fight the sometimes-fatal 
ef- 


fects of chicken pox on young 
leukemia patients. 


The hospital has asked for 


blood from persons subject to 
shingles, a minor skin blister 
infection. 


"Chicken pox hits our chil- 


dren much harder than normal 
children," said Dr. Sandor Fel- 
dman of the hospital's in- 
fectious disease service. 


"Drugs used for cancer leu- 


kemia therapy suppress the 
child's natural ability to fight 
chicken pox," he said. 


Doctors use the blood donated 


by 
adults 
who experience 


shingles to prepare a plasma 
solution that can prevent and 
help cure the normally mild 
chicken pox. 


The hospital has been unsuc- 


cessful in previous attempts at 
building up reserves of the 
plasma solution 


"I've 
tried contacting the 


people wt need through der- 
matologists for a year, but 
have had no response," said 
Ralph Anderson, a clinical lab- 
oratory official 


Feldinan said the hospital 


needs 
at least 50 units of 


plasma---or durations from 50 
persons 


He said 10 children, or about 


10 per cent uf tiie leukemia 
patients contracting chicken 
pox since the hospital opened in 
1962, have died uf the disease.

Fragile cease-fire is on 
line, Whit law holds talks 
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RKLFAST, Northern Ireland 


( A P ) - 
William Whitelaw, 


Britain's minister for Northern 
Ireland, meets militant Protes- 
tant leaders today in an at- 
tempt to convince them not to 
disturb the fragile cease-fire 
now in its second day. 


Whitelaw hoped to persuade 


the Protestants that the govern- 
ment's new conciliatory ap- 
proach to the Irish Republican 
Army is not a sellout and will 
serve the interests of Northern 
Ireland's Protestant majority 
as well as the Roman Catholic 
minority. 


Protestant hard-liners con- 


tend that the IRA truce, which 
be^an at midnight Monday, will 
help the guerrillas escape pun- 
ishment 
for 
their 
terrorist 


bombing and killing and at the 
same time permit them to 
maneuver to force Northern 
Ireland under the rule of the 
Catholics in the republic to the 
.south. 


Meanwhile, sporadic violence 


continued to flare after the 
start of the truce, but it was on 


a small scale compared to the 
bloodletting of much of the past 
three years. 


Two bombs exploded in an 


Kast Belfast Protestant neigh- 
borhood late Tuesday. They 
caused little damage and no 
casualties. 


An 
18-year-old 
Protestant 


youth died during the day of 
wounds he got before the truce. 
A 38-year-old Catholic was shot 
dead when the truce was seven 
hours old. Reports said he re- 
fused to stop at an IRA street 
barricade. 


The deaths raised Ulster's 


death toll from communal vio- 
lence to at least 389 in three 
years. This year alone 183 
people are known to have been 
killed. 


Mobs of young Protestants 


and Catholics clashed in a rock 
and bottle fight at Lurgan for 
four hours Tuesday night be- 
fore police and British troops 
forced them apart. 


The Protestants' Ulster De- 


fense Assn. has threatened to 
barricade 
large 
Protestant 


neighborhoods unless Whitelaw 
ordered the army to reopen 
Catholic areas the IRA has 
sealed off. That would raise the 
prospect of clashes between the 
Protestants and the Army, and 
the Catholics and the IRA could 
be drawn into the fight again. 


William Craig, leader of the 


Protestant militants or the Ul- 
ster Vanguards, branded the 
IRA truce "a certain recipe for 
civil war."

Sometimes 
it 
is 


caused by hormones. Fluid 
may accumulate before the 
monthly period, and many 
women have difficulties with 
this problem in the meno- 
pausal and post-menopausal 
periods when they are tak- 
ing hormones. 


Heart 
disease 
can 
also 


cause 
edema 
because 
ot 


poor 
circulation. 
It 
ean 


cause fluid to accumulate in 
the lungs, causing an asth- 
matic type reaction, some- 
times called cardiac asthma, 
or it can cause f l u i d in the 
feel, 
legs, 
liver and else- 


where. So can kidney dis- 
ease. 


The important thing to do 


is to correct the underlying 
problem, if possible, whether 
it is hormones, heart, liver, 
kidney or otherwise. 


Obviously, since there are 


so many causes for edema, 
its treatment involves a long 
list ol different medicines. 
Only your doctor, who is 
totally' familiar 
with your 


case and 
understands 
the 


causes for your edema, can 


know which one of these is 
proper in your ease 


The diet is important in 


most of these problems and 
I would especially want you 
to know that drinking ordi- 
nary water in mosl instances 
will not influence sour reten- 
tion of fluid. Rarely the sodi- 
um content of city water is 
too high. If so you buy bot- 
tled water, make sure it is 
distilled water, nut mini-nil 
ii'ntcf 
Your body remains 


f l u i d because 
it retains the 


.sodium that occurs in salt. 


Distilled water docs not con 
t;iin sodium. 


Fruits and fruit juices arc 


allowed and usually contain 
very little sodium. Although 
s o m e 
vegetables contain 


some sodium, if they are 
cooked without salt and no 
salt is added, they can usual- 
ly be eaten. The same tiling 
applies to rice and 
most 


cereals. Of course, you need 
to avoid products made with 
salt, like some bakery prod- 


ucts Sodium occui's in most 
annual products, including 
meat, 
lisli, fowl and dairy 


products These have, to be 
eaten in limited quantities 
to restrict the salt intake in 
(he did. However, if o/ie 
overdoes Ibis, lie will not be 
gelling 
adequate 
protein. 


For most people., I would 
.suggest 
in o r e non-animal 


products, 
that 
is, 
fruits, 


vegetables and cereals, and 
avoiding using salt in cook- 
ing This will go a long way 
toward controlling salt

NEW YORK (AP) 
As the 


world's leading industrial na- 
tion, Uie United States has long 
been accustomed to quoting fig- 
ures showing it to be tlie first 
or biggest or best. Could that 
create future problems? 


It certainly could, according 


to a Frenchman who advises 
many American corporations in 
marketing their products in Eu- 
rope. Such statistics have been 
misleading since formation of 
the Common Market, says Ber- 
nard Krief. 


Individually, it is true that 


the United States stands alone. 
Hut the Common Market na- 
tions collectively can 
show 


much larger figures in many 
industrial categories than can 
the United States. 


There are 2(i million more 


workers there, for example. 
Steel production is as high as in 
the United States. Sea trans- 
portation is three times larger. 
Reserve currencies total $40 
billion compared witli $13 bil- 
lion here. 


"Kurope could become a dan- 


gerous industrial competitor to 
the United States," Krief said 
on a recent trip here from his 
Pans office, and he suggested 
that U.S. firms meet the com- 
petition head on by more ag- 
gressive exporting. 


"In the U.S.A. management 


is very good, marketing men 
are 
very 
smart, 
and 
the 


struggle 
is very tough," I it- 


said. But then he noted that 
"less than 10 per cent of Amer- 
ican companies have 
i>0 per 


cent of the total export mar- 
ket." 


He believes that opportunities 


are being missed to supply the 
expanding economies of Europe 
with consumer products. And 
he suggests also that the Amer- 
ican economy 
might 
benefit 


from low-cost European im- 
ports. 


Hut the most fascinating op- 


portunity, as Krief sees it, will 
be in dealing with the smaller 
Socialist nations, not only be- 
cause their needs are growing 
but because they provide a 
foothold for future trade with 
the Soviet Union. 


Krief predicts that within two 


years. U.S. trade with Eastern 
Kuropc will double to mure 
than $1 - billion a year. And he 
foresees ihe likelihood "in a 
few years" of some Socialist 
nations gaming positions in the 
U.S. market. 


In tact, he says, because ot 


low labor costs it isn't at all 
iumkfl> that automobiles from 
Viigi'.sla'. ia. which is now build- 
nig a :;..'o!cni factory with an- 
nual ^.oavr.y of 500,000 units,
